Outbreak on the Mexican Border, 1919-20. 

With an outbreak of smallpox in the State of Chihuahua, Mexico, 
in November, 1919, the United States Public Health Service imme- 
diately took steps to prevent the introduction of the disease into this 
country. A modified quarantine was established, which restricted 
immigration from the infected districts, and provision was made for 
vaccination and fumigation. 

From November 3, 1919, to March 11, 1920, there occurred 143 
cases of smallpox in five towns in Chihuahua close to the border. 
Only 7 cases (6 Mexicans and 1 American) developed in the United 
States, one of which, a Mexican, died. 

Vaccination of traffic, disinfection, and fumigation, as well ae 
encouragement of sanitation, are being continued.
